Retired city policeman and 
community activist Clarence C. 
Kramer, 81, of Nesco Manor, 
R.D.1, Drums, died at the Hazle- 
ton General Hospital Monday 
morning. 

Kramer, who retired from the 
city police force after 20 years 
and eight months of service, was 
active in volunteer fire com- 


panies, Boy Scouts of America, ’ 


Red Cross, traffic safety and the 
International Organization of 
Wooden Money Collectors activi- 
ties, among other activities and 
organizations. 

He served two years on active 
duty with the U.S. Navy and was 
past commander of American 
Legion Post 76, Hazleton.

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COIN WEEK CANADA 1989 DIE AVAILABLE FOR WOOD: by Jerry Rémick (address on Page 5) 
Coin Week Canada has had a die cut with the 1989 CWC logo for use in making round 
woods. This die may be used free of charge by anybody for making personalized round 
woods. The die is in the possession of James Deluney, Box 952, Angus, Ontario LOM 1B0 
I would recommend having the crest side of your wood made with Jim's bright colors using 
the hot-stamped process. Your personal side can be made with the cold staped process 

as the die charge for this is $20.00 cheaper. The die illustrated below shows the 
voyageur canoe design framed inside an 1l-sided medal with the "April 16-22 Avril 1989" 
(the dates for CWC) around the canoe design. The 1l-sided medal is on a large maple 
leaf background. "Coin Week Canada" and "La Semaine de la Monnaie au Canada" are 
inscribed around the maple leaf. The voyageur canoe design is the main part of the 
crest of the Canadian Numismatic Association and is featured on the reverse side of 
many of Canada's dollar coins. Numismatist Yvon Marquis designed the Coin Week Candda 
logo design. It has been used for the 1987 and 1988 Coin Week woods. Stan Clute has 
just advised me that the 1989 CWC logo die is available for all to use on woods.
